An American View. 


I was rather interested in an American 
aceount of the dispute between Australian 
cricketers and the M.C.C. regarding the 
much-discussed leg bowling which I read 
the other day in an American newspaper.

A NEW DRUMM 
BATTERY. 


DESIGN PATENTED.

Among new inventions described in the 
January patents journals is another Drumm 
Battery patent. 

As readevs will remember, the first Drumm 
Battery invention was the use of ceric oxide 
as an addition to the silver oxide of a pre- 
viously known type of silver-iron battery. 
The present battery uses zinc as the nega- 
tive material, plated on a supporting plate 
of nickel or Monel metal. Various forms ot 
positive plate may be employed, but in each 
case the depolariser material cansists of 
nickelic oxide or of silver oxide, or a mixture 
of both. The electrolyte is caustic potash 
of 1.25 specific gravity.

DUBLIN'S DEATH-RATE. 


A BIG INCREASE. 


The weekly return oí births and deaths in 
relation to the twelve principal towns of the 
Free State, dated February 4th, 1933, shows 
a remarkable increase in the number of 
deaths in the City of Dublin last week as 
compared with the ratio for the four previous 
weeks. Last week there were in Dublin 31.9 
deaths in the annual rate per 1,000 of the 
population, while the comparative figure for 
the four weeks was 21.9 per thousand, The 
Dublin rate is six points higher than that 
for Dún Laoghaire, ten higher than the 
Cork figure, eleven higher than Limerick and 
Waterford . Twenty-four deaths from in- 
fluenza were registered last week, the num- 
bers: in the three previous weeks being 0, 
five and twenty. There were forty-six deaths 
from pneumonia, comprising thirty-one from 

onchial-pneumonia, ‘four ee lobar pneu- 
monia and eleven from pneumonia not other- 
wise defined. Bronchitis caused forty-five 
deaths. Forty-four of the deaths recorded 
for the City of Dublin during the week were 
those of children under five years of age.

Bv a political movement the Board’s charter 
of independence was substituted by the silken 
bonds of the Civil Service. 

As a ‘general proposition it is clearly true 
that the Civil Service has performed its mu 
functions admirably and is an indisepensable 
part of the fabric of the State. It will be 
admitted, on the other hand, by most citizens 
that the Civil Service 1s by intention and 
tradition an organisation designed sagen | 
to adminster rather than to create—to chec 
rather than to spur; to be, in fact, static 
rather than dynamic. It is for that reason 
that governments have refused to nationalise 
the railways; and it was for that reason that 
the Oireachtas set up an autonomous board 
to: conduct a business enterprise waich 3s 
destined to be capitalised more heavily than 
any other in this country. 

The Act under which that wonderful aggre 
gation of machinery and epperatus constitut- 
ing the materialised ‘“‘ Shannon scheme “ was 
to work was framed to fulfi] the intention of 
its authors—to exploit part of the natural 
resources of this island mm the sole interests 
of the people. It was to be administered, 
and the organisation created and controlled, 
by a Board untramelled by vested interests 
or parochial boundaries, tected against 
political machinations, and free to give its 
entire energies to attain a definite end. 


THE 1931 ACT. 


The 1951 Act destroyed the main characte. 
ristics of the original pian, and its reper: 
cussions are to be observed in the two 
reports just published. All things—including 
political exigercies—heing considered, it is 
not surprising to find a loss of £200,000 on 
Revenue account over the first period yeduced 
to £25,000 on the Revenue account of the 
second period. It is satisfactory to know that 
in the first full trading year the two ends 
nearly met, but it is disconcerting to dis- 
cover that the accumulated loss to the end of 
the 1931-2 financial year is in round figures a 
quarter million pounds—especially when we 
are told that reservations on account of sink- 
ing fund for repayment of capital have not 
yet begun. Unless the Ministers of Industry 
and Commerce and Finarce agree to postpone 
the appointed day for the initiation of this 
fund, the Board must obtain in the 1935-4 
period additional revenue which cannot be 
much léss than the accumulated deficit. 

Speaking in the Dail on Julv 6th, 1952. 
Mr. Lempss said that the Board estimated that 
the combined surpluses from the 1932-5 and 
1933-4 periods would cover the first sinking 
fund instalment—in addition, of course, to 
the other commitments—and would leave a 
surplus of £33.000, Such an estimate might 
have been made with a degree of certainty 
upon the reasonable snpposition that a 
healthy business continually tapping new 
seurces of revenne, and continually develop- 
ing the appetite of existing sovrces for greater 
quentities of electricity. would be maintained. 

The accounts for 1931-2 seem to prove that 
the first trading year was distinctly 
good, and more than justified the estimates 
made by the Continental experts upon w 
advice the undertaking was built; but 
massages in the report show that the 
Board were so much alarmed by the rapid 
approach of the “appointed day ” that they 
de-ided to take a step which was bound to 
vitiate any estimates of future revenue. based 
upon one year's tradiny under more favour- 
able conditions. Thev decided, in fact, to in- 
crease sales by charging the consumer mere— 
which, in the electricity supply business, in 
common with all business outside a cast-iron 
monopolv of an indispensable commodity, is 
indefensible upon economic grounds, 

As a direct consequence of that decision, 
upon which action was. taken on December 
10th, 1931, we are confronted by the fact that 
ten million pounds of public money has been 
invested in a business which, in the second 
year of its post-natal existence is developing 
symptoms of decrenitnde and decay. Instead 
of growing so rapidly that fresh capital has 
to be fed to it continually, its progress is 
slowing down at such a rate that arrested 
development is threatened, 


ACCOUNTS DEPARTMENT. 


It was essential for proper conduct of the 
business to straighten out the mess resulting 
from the Board's failure to organise the 
accounts department as efficiently as the 
engineering departments had been organised ; 
but it was a deplorable error of judgment to 
accept the Minister's statements that the 
suceess of the undertaking was in doubt, and 
that the rates of charge were too low. 

Mr. J. M. Kennedy, the engineer who was 
consulted by the Northern Government about 
their electricity supply scheme, as the result

tain; íor already the rate of increase of con- 
sumers has dropped from 33 per cent, to 7 
per cent., and consumption per head, which 
had been rising rapidly, has become 
stationary. 

We need go no farther than to Belfast to 
see how the ' Kennedy law” works, even 
ir. spite of unprecedented industrial de 
pression; for there the consumption per head 
of a grew {rom 77 units in 1927 
to fy units in 1930 as the direct outcome 
of a forward policy. | 


SALE OF CURRENT. 


The importance of not risking a check in 
sale of current will be understood when it 
is observed that the twenty-five millon 
units sold at 2d. per unit in 1951-2 above the 
sales of the previous year a in the 
extra £200,000, which nearly balanced the 
revenue account for the yeur. In order to 
produce revenue in 1952-3 to extinguish the 
accumulated deficit without raising the 
average. price obtained in 1951-2, it would be 
necessary to increase consumption by at least 
the same amount as the increase in 1931-2 
over 1930-l—namely, 25,000,000 units—and 
something similar would be needed in the 
following year to meet the new sinking fund 
liability. 

That increase could have been obtained 
quite easily if the Board had acted, or been 

ermitted to act, according to known facts; 
bat it is far from rertain that they will 
realise the smaller, increase required, now that 
the average pvice has been raised. 

That resort to price-raising—so unfair to 
the consumer who was persuaded to instal 
electric water-heaters and fires upon the 
assurance that prices certainly would -not 
rise, but probably would be lowered shortly ; 
and so detrimental to the welfare of the 
national undertaking—is accompanied by even 
greater e ils. So difficc:t has. it been for the 
Board to obtain. the sanction of the Ministries 
brought in by the 1931 Act as sole arbiters 
in respect cf highly technical matters, that 
extension in the areas already served is almost 
stationar,-, and. inclusion of the much larger 
areas not yet served is postponed indefinitely. 
For the sare reason the rd has adopted 
the policy of making the consumer pay not 
only. his share of the capital charges, but 
the. capital sum itself for bringing new or 
heavier mains to his premises, the alternative 
being not to supply him at all. 

One of the foremost. British authorities 
writing in 1929 said: ‘Perhaps, the most 
interestin> economic change that the exten- 
sion of electricity to all parts of the country 
may bring is that of the decentralisation of 
industry, and, with it, the resuscitation of 
local industries dependent on a new form of 
rural craftsmanship. Such .industries would 
depend entirely on. the possibility of bein 
able to obtain power at a low rate and insta 
sma!] electric motors. . . . In Germany, 
and, above all, in Wártemburg and the Black 
Forest, there are whole areas enga7ed purely 
on work for the British market, and it has 
been freely stated there that the extension 
of such local activities has been due to the 
enterprise of the State supply undertakings. 

. «+ « Success has been achieved through 
a combination of enlightened public policy 

: and a broad conception of its duties 
on the part of the Electricity Supply under- 
taking. .-. The household, as a result of 
improved economic conditions, will be changed 
and beautified through the use of electricity, 
and one can see the entire national; economic 
and social organisation living and moving as 
art of a new and higher civilisation, brought 
into being by electricity.”’ : | 


A GRAND PLAN. 


Nothing can alter the fact that we have in 
the national power supply as grand a plan 
for improving the social amenities as there 
is of its kind in the world. Not only was 
the plan sound and the work good, but the 
value for money was considerably better than 
the British supply authorities were able to 
get. during our period of construction. More- 
over, the service given by the staff of the 
Board in maintaining continuity of supply is 
beyond praise. 

It is inconceivable that the present Govern- 
ment will not take such action as will regain 
for the Shannon scheme the enthusiasm which 
has been killed during the last year or two 
and make of it the public utility which its 
authors intended it to be. The anwmic con- 
dition of the undeitaking has reacted 
seriously upon trade and employment. 
Hundreds of wiremen are seeking work and 
finding none; contractors are idle, and 
thousands of labourers who might have been 
at work on extensions of power. supply are 
thronging the Labour Exchanges and the 
workhouses.

CONDITIONS IN 
FREE STATE. 


ADEQUATE SUPPLIES OF 


HOME FOODSTUFFS. 
—i"élhaineaisáin 
T's Department of Agriculture, in its 


report. on agricultural conditions in 

Saorstat Eireann op the Ist February, 
state that, owing to the mildness of the early 
winter, farmers found it unnecessary to make 
serious inrords on ‘the reserves of fodder, 
roots and grain. These supplies were larger 
than usual owing to the heavy yields of the 
cereal and potato crops, and also to the fact 
that, owing to the relatively unattractive 
prices prevailing for oats, the bulk of that 
grain was withheld from market in the hope 
of better prices being obtaimable later in the 
season. Consequently, at the end of the 
month adequate supplies of home-prodnced 
foodstuffs remained available on most farms 
to meet all normal requirements until the 
end of the season. It was reported from 
most districts that farmers were using home- 
grown feeding-stuffs to a greater extent and 
buying less of the imported commodities 
than usual. Live stock were reported to be 
in good health and condition, 


ROOT CROPS. 

Very large supplies of potatoes were on 
hand on most farms, despite the fact that 
they had been. fed liberally to all classes of 
live stock during the month, The tubers 
were reported to be keeping well in the pits. 
As is usual in seasons when stocks are plenti- 
ful, demand was not brisk and ‘prices were 
low. Export prices in the Cooley area of 
County Louth averaged 25s. per ton. and it 
was reported that about three-fourths of the 
crop produced for sale had been marketed. 

Large supplies of mangela and turnips re- 
mained on hand at most farms, compara- 
tively little demand having been made on the 
crop. for feeding until the second. half of 
January. The roots were reported to be 
keeping well, and the supply sufficient to 
tide feeders over the balance of the winter 
season, | 

Sugar beet proved a very satisfactory crop 
this season, the yield in weight of roots 
being up to the level of the best years, while 
the roots were much: richer in that in 
any season since this crop was introduced. 


WINTER CEREALS. 


Winter wheat germinated satisfactorily and 
was reported from every district to pro- 
mising in appearance. Some additional sow- 
ings were made during December, and it was 
generally anticipated: that large additional 
sowings would made in spring. Com- 

ratively little winter oats was sown, but 
he crops sown made good progress, and 
were looking well at the close of the month. 
The area under catch crops is rat 
than usual, but the crops made | , 
and were healthy and vigorous at the end cf

The following may be regarded as repre- 
senting the average prices per head for the 
various descriptions of stock at provincial 
fairs during the nionth:—Calves, under one 
month, £1 2s. 6d. to £2 10s.; calves, one to 
nine months, £2 10s. to £5; first-class stores, 
nine to 12 months, £5 to £7 10s.; first-class 
stores, 12 to 15 months, £6 to £9; first-class 
stores, 15 months to two years, £8 to £10 
10s.; first-class stores, two years to three 
years, £10 to £10 10s.; first-class stores, 
three years and over, £13 to £215; fat bullocks 
and heifers, £12 10s. to £17; best fat cows, 
£10 10s. to £14 10s.; choice springing cows 
and heifers; £14 to. £18 10s.; freshly-calved 
cows, £13 to £16. 


SHEEP. 

Flocks generally were rted to be in 
ood health and to have efited by the 

rd, frosty weather. Although the -presence 
of liver fluke infection was noticeable in the 
livers of slaughtered sheep, the disease made 
no headway. Flock owners are now famihar 
with the precautionary measures recom- 
mended by the Department, and carry them 
out carefully. Sheep fairs held duung the 
month were small, and it was reported from 
some districts that breeding stocks were 
being reduced in consequence of the poor 
rices recently prevailing. Trade, however, 
improved during January, and prices were 
firmer. Fat sheep realised 27s. to 40s. each 
and lambs 18s. to 30s. each, with higher 
quotations for extra good animals. 


PIGS. 

The number of pigs on offer at the various 
provincial centres during the month was 
about the same as in December. From. re- 
ports received it seems clear that the un- 
favourable prices obtaining in recent. months 
nave led to an appreciable reduction in 
breeding stocks, which is manifesting itself 
in the smaller number of bonhams on offer. 
Prices for pigs suitable for.the bacon trade 
improved progressively . du the month, 
top prices increasing from per cwt., 
dead weight (or approximately 30s. on the 
hve weight basis) at the inning of the 
month to 48s. dead weight (36s. live weight) 
at the close. It is to be hoped that this 
sharp rise in price may tend to check the 
inclination to reduce breeding stocks, especi- 
ally as large supplies of potatoes are avail- 
able for feeding purposés at low values, the 
demand for potatoes yr comparatively 
dull. The values of pigs o — weights 
firmed during the month, and closed 
around 5s. per cwt, dead weight. 

The demand for horses during the month 
was more or less restricted, and prices showed 
no appreciable change.

course of which he said that it was the feel- 
ing of the Service that an independent Arbi- 
‘ration Board should be established, to which 
the Service could appeal to have grievances 
redressed. It was, he said, felt that the 
means at the disposal of civil] servants to get 
their grievances listened to were very limited.

that might effect improvement in the lower 
ranks without increasing expenditure on the

[he Civil Service organisations had very 
unhappy experience of negotiations with the 


Department of Finance and with the Minister, 
and the teeling was that there was no 
security for the Service unless there was

provision for Yrecourse to some outside 
tribunal, 

When the organisations were considering 
the scheme for arbitration they had in mind 
that the chairman might be a member of the 


Judiciary. On the official side, in making 
their nomination, regard would be paid to 
such considerations as public finance and the 


country’s liability to pay. On the staff side, 
nomination would be of such a person as 8 
member of the Trades Union Congress, 


MINISTER'S CONTROL. 


The Rev. Father Canavan, 8.J., asked the 
witness whether he did not consider it re- 
volutionary to take the matters in question 
out of the hands of the Ministry and to 
place them in the power of an outside body. 

Mr. Heron said that, generally speaking, 
that would not be right; but he believed 
that there was a case for arbitration in 
respect of civil servants stronger than any 
case for ordinary employés. He thought that 
there was a special case for the restriction 
of the Minister s control in these matters, 

In answer to Mr, L. J. Duffy, the witness 


said that it would be desirable to have the 
conditions of employment in the Civil Service 
lifted completely out of the arena of politics.

Can the taxpayer hope for any relief 
when Mr. MacEntee opens his Budget 
next April? In the first place, the cost 
of the economic war must be met. Every 
penny that has been given in bounties by 
the Government must be found by the 
general taxpayer. 
being required not only to pay Free State 
import duties on the huge list of commodi- 
ties taxed by Mr. Lemass, but also to pay 
the British duty on all Free State goods, 
Furthermore, he is paying portion of the 
wages of the railway workers on the Great 
Southern system; and, in addition to all 
these imposts, his own income is 
dwindling every day.

tion. Nothing would give them greater 
pleasure than to see the victimisation of 
the so-called moneyed classes; and Mr.

There is already a fairly substantial 
deficit on the working of the financial 
year to date. Expenditure for the period 
April 1st, 1932, to February 4th, 1933, was 
£25,525,674, and revenue £21,729,531,

The deficit for the cor- 
responding period of last year was 
£940,456 ; so the comparative position is 
considerably worse, in spite of Mr, 
Lemass’s import duties.

Last. year British distillers took action 
against a German firm which advertised 
its product as “‘ whisky.’’ They contended 
that only the British product was entitled 
to the unqualified name, and they won 
their case in the Berlin Appeal Court, 
which held that henceforward German- 
made whisky must be described as 
“German whisky.’’ Now the Reich 
Supreme Court has considered a similar 
and not less important question. Twenty 
years ago that Court ruled that the 
famous brewers at Pilsen, in Bohemia, 
had exclusive rights in the unqualified 
designation ‘ Pilsner,” ‘but that German 
rewers. lawfully might market “beer 
rewed elsewhere than in Pilsen, but in 
the Pilsner manner, under such double 
names as “ Radeberger Pilsner.’’ The 
German brewers, anxious to sell their 
wares sub magni nominis wmbra, were not 
satisfied, and recently they returned to 
the charge with an ingenious argument. 
After the Great War Pilsen ceased to be 
a part of the Austrian Empire, and 
became a part of the Republic of Czecho- 
slovakia. Furthermore, it ceased to be 
named Pilsen and became Plzen. Thus, 
say the German brewers, there is now no 
such place as Pilsen; Pilsner is an 
entirely German name, and henceforth 
Pilsner beer can be brewed only in 
Germany. On Tuesday the Reich Supreme 
Court confirmed its original ruling in a 
judgment which seems to admit the force 
of the German brewers’ new contention ; 
and soon the point may invade the law 
courts of other lands. Can copyright be 
claimed in discarded names? The Times 
brings the matter home to Irish bosoms 
with a pertinent question. “' If,” it asks, 
“the name of Dublin should be assumed 
by some drink or other that owes nothing 
to the waters of the Liffey, would Baile 
Atha Cliath have any right to insist that 
the name should only.. be used with 
another territorial name of equal size? ” 
Dutlin, indeed, is still on the map of the 
Free State; but, if a world-famed product 
were associated with the name of Kings- 
town, and if some foreign manufacturer 
should annex that “name, could Dun- 
laoghaire protest? Some day the Free 
State may find that pitfalls lurk under 
her new nomenclature.

Cheap Telephones. 


If a new invention, which has been 
patented in England, fulfils the claims ot 
the promoters, every house in Great 
Britain. soon may be provided with a 
telephone at a cost of sixpence a week 
to the user. The invention is known as 
a multi-party line, by means of which any 
number of householders up to ten can 
share the same telephone line, and will 
not be over-heard by their neighbours. It 
seems to be quite a simple device, and it 
was demonstrated to Sir Kingsley Wood, 
the British Postmaster-General, in a 
specially constructed little garden suburb 
near Liverpool. Sir Kingsley Wood, who 
was able to use the multi-party line for 
himself, expressed interest in the idea, and 
its cost is so low that it may be adopted in 
the near future by the General Post Office. 
We hope that Mr. Gerald Boland, the Free 
State’s new Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, will investigate the idea with a 
view to its eventual adoption: by the Free 
State. The telephone service in the Free 
State probably is as good as that. of any 
other country in Europe, but it has the 
great disadvantage of dearness. Telephones 
ought not to be a luxury. For all business 
men they are a necessity, and most private 
citizens, at any rate in the cities, find 
them almost indispensable. A reduction 
in cost would make a great difference to 
the demand. If the sixpence-a-week scheme 
could be put into operation, the Post Office 
would reap a large revenue; Mr. Boland

Checks on Speed. 


The Earl of Halsbury has introduced in 
the House of Lords a bill to require the 
fitting of speedometers to all motor vehicles 
in respect of which a maximum rate of 
speed is prescribed in the Road Traffic 
Act. The text of the bill, issued to-day, 
shows that the speedometers which Lord 
Halsbury considers necessary are of any 
type approved by the Minister of Trans- 
port which causes the speed at which the 
vehicle is travelling at any time to be 
accurately and permanently recorded upon 
a chart. The chart must be retained by 
the owner of the vehicle for a month after 
the date of the record, and must be avail- 
able for inspection by the nolice. Should 
any legal proceedings arise in connection 
with tke driving of the vehicle, the chart 
would be kept until the proceedings were 
determined. Failure to fit such a 
speedometer and destruction or alteration 
of the chart or mechanism of the 
speedometer would involve a penalty of 
£5 for the first offence, and a fine of £10, 
with or without imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months, for any subse- 
quent offence. £5

R. J, A. MOLLISON, after a flight 

of 174 hours from Dakar, landed 

here to-day at 6.20 p.m. G.M.T. (4.20 p.m. 
Brazilian summer time). He left Lympne 
at 8.12 a.m. on Monday, so that the flight 
occupied 82 hours 8 minutes, well within 
the three and a half days he set himself. 
By his flight he has beaten the “record'' 
established by the French machine Are 
en Ciel by 25 hours 52 minutes. 
This is the first solo flight westwards 
across the South Atlantic. 
Mr. Mollison was accorded an official 
reception on his arrival here, where the 
populace has been taking the intensest 
interest in the progress of the flight. 
For the crossing of the ocean itself Mr. 
Mollison had hot, calm weather. 


“4 SIMPLE TASK.” 


He made a perfect landing in the Heart’s 
Content, and on getting out said, ‘‘ I had 
good weather most of the way. The South 
Atlantic is a much simpler task than the 
North.” 

Mr. Mollison praised the performance of 
his machine, which he said averaged 115 
miles per hour. 

Mr. Mollison is staying here for the 
night, and flying on to Rio de-Janeiro, the 
Federal capital, to-morrow. 

This is Mr. Mollison’s fourth long- 
distance flight. His first was in August, 
1931; when he leapt to fame with his solo 
flight from Wyndham (Australia) to 
England in 84 days, creating a “ record ”’ 
as yet unbroken. He was the first. to 
explore the possibilities of the west coast 
route to the Cape, and in April last year 
he flew solo from London to the Cape in 
44 days, a “ record ” subsequently lost 
to his wife. Last August he made his 
great solo flight from Portmarnock across 
the North Atlantic, the first solo east-to- 
west crossing in a light aeroplane.

In a; leading «article The: Times to-day 
obser'ves:—There Was a certain air of 
irrelevance about “the little debate on 
India: which arose in, the House of Lords 
yesterday afternoon; bat, nevertheless, it 
served avery useful purpose Its actual 
origin ‘was a question standing in the 
name of Lord Rankeillour (still better 
known as Mr. James Hope) on the inten- 
tions of the Government with regard to 
the Joint Select Committee of both 
Houses, its procedure and its terms of 
reference. The question itself was really 
unnecessary ; for of all the many stages 
in the process of Indian constitutional 
reform the one most clearly foreshadowed 
from the outset has been that of the Joint 
Select Committee. It has always been 
held out as the first phase of those de- 
cisive discussions in Parliament to which 
all the rest—the Simon Commission, the 
Round-Table Conference. and the» fact- 
finding missions—have been preparatory. 
Still, the practice of the House of Lords 
is to allow great latitude in dealing with 
simple questions, and the result was that, 
though the debate strayed far away from 
its source, it did. provide the occasion for 
d:spelling a certain number of popular 
misconceptions, 

Sir Samuel. Hoare’s statement to the 
Chelsea Conservatives is a very simple 
explanation of the problems which con- 
fronted him and of the broad solu- 
tion. which he is prepared to recom- 
mend to Parliament, proceeds The Times. 
Everyone can understand it, since it goes 
far to meet those special anxieties which 
showed 1 emselves in the House of Lords 
debate. It deals, first and foremost, with 
the situation in India which has been in- 
herited (not created) by our own genera- 
tion. It vindicates the work of the 
Round-Table Conference, and demolishes 
most completely the argument which 
always comes curiously from Conserva- 
tives, that the Round-Table was utterly 
valueless without the participation of Con- 
gress. It sets out the main heads of the 
scheme ‘of  self-government—provinci «! 
autonomy, responsibility! at the centre, 
federation, snd unferearte-en which the 
Round-Table was in substantial agree- 
ment. 

Finally, it recalls the profound truth 
that no one party in the country could 
ever hope to deal with the Indian problem 
single-handed, and that the existence of a 
National Government, représentative o* 
all parties, and with full sense of its 
obligations, provides an opportunity which 
may never recut for action, both resolute 
and safe. The whole document. may well 
serve as the pendant to a debate which, 
however discursive, was far more credit- 
able to its promoters than some other

ORD RANKEILLOUR, in the House 


on India. He had a question on the 
paper asking if it was the intention of 
the Government to submit their proposals 
for the future government of India to a 
joint Select Committee of both Houses of 
Parliament; whether it was suggested 
that such a Committee should report on 
a bill embodying such proposals; and, if 
not, what would be the terms of 
reference ? 

Lord Rankeillour explained that he was 
speaking for himself alone, and desired 
to deal merely with procedure. What he 
was anxious about was that, whatever 
might be done, it should be the deliberate, 
reasohed and unfettered act of this Parlia- 
ment. In this connection he could not 
but think of the precedent of the Irish 
Treaty, which should never be followed. 
On that occasion Parliament was con- 
fronted by a document which it had to 
accept or reject, but could not amend. 
Such a position Parliament ought never 
again to have to face. 

The Marquess of Salisbury maintained 
that in this matter Parliament should be 
treated with confidence by the Govern- 
ment. A free hand should be given to 
the Joint Committee to form a judgment 
on these issues, which were of momentous 
importance to the country and the Empire. 
Dealing with the tremendous difficulties 
of the problem, he. asked the House to 
remember that the Government was trying 
to do with one stroke that which, accord- 
ing to all precedents, ought to be spread 
over a great many stages. ‘‘ Sane states- 
manship,’’ he declared, ‘‘ must accept the 
fact that this must be gradual. What is 
dangerous is to try to jump over the 
stages and do it all at once. Then great 
difficulties arise.’’ 


NEED FOR CAUTION, 


Appealing for great caution and circum- 
Spection, he said that he sometimes 
wondered whether even the Government 
had realised how tremendous was the 


problem. “I think there is a real 
danger,” he added. “When you are

Would the Viceroy, he 
further asked, be in a position to do what 
he thought was right, even though the 
Indian Prime Minister disagreed with 
him and threatened to resign if his wishes 
were not carried out? 

Dealing with the difficulties of finance, 
he maintained that the members of the 
joint committee might reasonably ask: 
‘“ Why did you choose a moment like this, 
when there. is not enough money to go 
round, in order to: create a Federal 
Government ?’’ 


ee wonder,” he asked with some 
warmth, ‘‘ whether all these difficult 
matters have been considered.” The 


Government, he concluded, should allow 
Parliament a free hand to find a solution 
of this problem. 

_Lord Ponsonby, Leader of the Opposi- 
tion, said that he thought it was regret- 
table that Lord Salisbury should have gone 
outside the lines of the question on the 
paper, and had ranged over the whole 
problem on a side issue on a day when 
nobody expected it. Was it quite fair for 
him to do that before the White Paper 
Was issued ? 

‘‘ I did not wait for the White Paper,” 
replied Lord Salisbury, ‘‘ because I want 
to influence the form of the White Paper. 
That is why I made this speech earlier. 
The Marquess of Reading confessed that 
he was puzzled by Lord Salisbury’s ques- 
tions. Whatever might be the terms of 
reference to the joint committee, how 
could it be suggested that they would not 
have the right, indeed the solemn obliga- 
tion, to exercise their judgment for the 
purpose of helping Parliament when yx 
came to consider the large number *f 
questions involved ? 

‘‘I only wish,” he added, “ that the 
noble Marquess could have sat at the 
Round-Table Conference. I can assure 
him that if he had—if he will forgive my 
saying so—he would not have put any of 
the questions he has put in your Lord- 
ships’ House to-day.” Lord Salisbury 
must give the members of the Round- 
Table Conference, and the civil servants 
who attended it, the credit for having seen 
these problems, which must be obvious to 
anyone who took only a superficial view af 
the subject. 

. Once the House accepted the recom- 
mendations of the Round-Table Confer- 
ence with regard to provincial autonomy, 
many of the questions would be answered. 
They had not solved the problems, but at 
any rate a policy was agreed upon. 

Could anyone doubt that an All-India 
Federal Government would be far better 
for the guidance and the administration 
of India as a whole, than the unitary 
system which at present eaxists? So far 
as he knew this had never been denied.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN AND MA. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

urther arguments were advanced on be- 
half ofthe Reman Catholic “special de- 
fendants ” during the resumed hearing of 
the appeal by the Governors cf the Erasmus 
Smith Schools from a judgment of the High 
Court in their action against the Attorney- 
General and. ethers, to the effect that the 
paramount intention of Erasmus Smith in 
endowing the schools was educational, and 
not religious.

Continuing his argument, Mr. Lavery said 
that the set of rules which was sent by 
Erasmus Smith—about the time of the 
charter Mr. Overend had said—and trans- 
mitted to the Governors, showed even more 
clearly, perhaps, than any of the other 
documents which he had examined that the 
paramount intention of Erasmus Smith was 
to provide for the education of the children 
of his tenants and the children of poor in- 
habitants residing within two miles of the 
schools. The education was to such as 
would fit the scholars for the university or 
for trade. 


FOUNDER'S PURPOSE. 


Replying to the Chief Justice regarding 
religious instruction in the schools, Mr. 
Lavery said that, undoubtedly, there was 
rovision for religious instruction, but the 
aw presumed that every person attending 
would be a Protestant. is point was that, 
when they came to ascertain paramount in- 
tention, they put away this daily ordering 
of the school, and dived down and tried to 
extract from the foundation instrument the 


| purpose of the founder or founders, and he 


suggested that they got it in the declaration 
in the Charter; they had it permeating all 
the documents; and, lastly, th had it 
under the hand of Erasmus AA“: Matt 
in his perempto eclaration about wha 
the schools were Yor. 

Mr. Lavery having commented on the Act 
of Uniformity, 

Mr, Justice Johnston asked was Mr. 
Lavery arguing that the repeal of these old 
laws in any way affected the trusts of this 
charity. 

Mr, Vavery replied that an attempt now 
to impose those religious conditions in the 
document of foundation was an attempt to 
pass on a remnant of the penal code, and 
to continue to inflict disabilities on Roman 
Catholics and impose on them conditions 
impossible for them to accept, 

‘Phe Chief Justice asked Mr. Lavery did 
he consider that Mr. Dickie would be at- 
tempting to impose the penal laws on Roman 
Catholics if he made a will setting up schoois 
in Dundalk, and imposing the condition that 
Usher's Catechism should be taught in them. 


AN EXAMPLE, 
Mr. Lavery said that if Mr. Dickie set up 


schools in Dundalk and made it a condition 
that Roman Catholics wishing to enter them 
should learn Usher’s Catechism, it certainly 
would be very impertinent on the part of 
Mr, Dickie, (Laughter.) “If, long after 
Mr. Dickie had gone to his reward '"— 
(laughter)—continued Mr. Lavery, “the 
Coirt had to consider the document of 
foundation, and had to make a gy mg TI 
posing he had said they were to be taught 

ahomedanism and there were no Mahome- 
dans—then the Court would have to say 
whether they were not to teach Mahomedan- 
ism or teach Mahomedanism somewhere else 
than in Dundalk.’’ 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—The Court would 
have to consider whether it could be made 
operative in another way? : 

Mr, Lavery—That is what the Court would 
have to do if there was a failure of the 
trust. 

Continuing, Mr. Lavery said that, by the 
Order of October 12, 1851, the High Court 
declared that the paramount intention of the 
charity. was to provide free secondary educa- 
tion for a certain specified class of people. 


“MORE ROOM TO TURN.” 


Mr. Justice Johnston—If the matter had 

ne on before a Joint Committee of the 

ireachtas, the parties would have more 
room to turn around and arrive at some kind 
of arrangement than they have here. 

Mr. Lavery—The question, as propounded 
by the plaintiffs and assented to by us, was 


with regard to what was the paramount in- 
tention. A large part of the argument here 
was an attempt to get away from that de- 
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cision. I should be sorry that, after this 
expenditure of time and money, the Court 
would take: the view that they should now 
decline to make that declaration on account 
of the question of religion. My friends have 
a declaration against them, and, as part of 
their argument, they now want the Court to 
declare that it is incompetegt to make a 
declaration. Nobody wants to know Eras- 
mus Smith's general intention except as ex- 
pressed in the documents of foundation. The 
distinction lies in this: whether it was his 
intention to benefit the child or to promote 
a creed, The Court must make a choice, 
These children could not be educated in 
Protestantism; they will not have it, and 
have rejected it for 250 years. Erasmus 
Smith lived in a very interesting and testin 
period, but he was never out of accord wit 
the Governors of the day. ; 

Mr. Justice Johnston—We must take it 
that he was a pious old man. It is hard to 
think that he was an old hypocrite, 

Mr. Lavery—I do not say that he was a 
hypocrite, but I do say that he was an astute 
business man, and he consolidated his 
position in Ireland by these foundations. He 
was the instrument of the Government of 
Ireland in providing State endowment for 
education, He himself says he was ' a weak 
and willing instrument ” in the foundation. 

Having dealt with the lands in various 
parts of Ireland held by Erasmus Smith, 
counse! said that the case had largely de 
veloped along the lines of making a major 
issue of what was the document of foun- 
dation. That question must be settled, 
Until Mr. Dickie opened his case in the High 
Court, no person since the Restoration looked 
upon the deed of 1657 as the document of 
foundation, which should regulate the trust. 

Counsel argued at length that the Deed 
was bad inasmuch as it was granted at a 
time when there was no title to the lands 
Ho contended that there were other groun 
on which the Deed could be destroyed. _ 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.
